PEOPLE 8TILL DYING, BUT NOT 80 NUMER- 
OUSLY.

Mrurnis, Tenn., Sept. 22.—The perceptible 
falling off in the death-rate continues, but beo- 
ple are not broportionately encouraged to hope 
that it ic the beginning of the end. This has 
been a very quiet day in Memohis. No church 
was opened for services, and the physicians 
practically rested after their labors of the past 
week. The call for nurses indicated that a 
number of new cases had made their appear- 
ance, principally among children. Among 
those who died today was Mme. Vincent 
Broigalupo, proprietress of Vincent’s Restau- 
rant. Her husband died last week. She was 
revorted to be worth half a million. J. H. 
Allen, a volunteer telegraph operator from 
Chillicothe, O., also died to-day. He is 

THE EIGHTH OPERATOR 
who has died during the epidemic. Charles G. 
Fisher, Chairman of the Citizens’ Relief Com- 
mittee; George L. Baker. Manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph; Dr. Paul Otey, 
Surgeon-General of the camps: and T. D. 
Usell, Washington correspondent, were taken 
down to-day. “A. D. Langstaff and Attorney- 
General Wright are out once more, and Dr. 
Porter will go on duty to-merrow. Dr. Frazer, 
of Macon, Ga., was dismissed from duty last 
evening for charging a patient, and eight 
nurses and ope physician are locked up in the 
city station for drunkenness. The weather has 
been delightful here all day,—cool and invig- 
orating, with indications of rain to-night.

The 
indications to-night seem to be an increase in 
the number of cases, fifteen physicians having 
reported ninety-four new cases for the past 
twenty-four hours, and there is no abatement of 
the troubles incident to the plague, but rather 
an increase, for every hour the epidemic con- 
tinues but intensifies the suffering. Each citizen 
is eagerly watching and waiting forthe coming 
of frost, and speculation is daily indulged as 
to when it will come; for, if it does not come 
soon, the city will be depopulated by death and 
the departure of those who now remain.

TUE LEATH ORPHAN ASYLUM 
this evening that ten inmates of the institution 
have the fever aud forty have been exposed to 
it. This promises an abundant harvest unless 
the disease is frozen out at an early dav. I tell 
you in all sincerity, the condition of affairs was 
never more discouraging; and that the people 
of this city are beginning to realize this exact 
fact is appareut everywhere. Despair sits on 
every countenance, visitors included, and unless 
a frost appears soon, or some mysterious agency 
comes to the relief of this city, few, very few, 
will be left to recall the most remarkable visita- 
tion of the century.

THE CLERGYMEN DURING THE PESTILENCE. 

Memphis Apveal, 

While a few of the Protestant clergy have dis- 
— themselves by flecing from the fever and 
eaving their charges to the mercy of God, to 
find soiritual consviation wherever they might, 
most of them in Memphis have stood to tneir 
posts and have sealed their devotion in death 
or in long sieges of the plague, a few only hay- 
iug escaped. 
When the fever began there were four Epis- 
copal ministers on duty here,—the Kev. Dr. 
George White, Rector of Calvary: the Rev. 
George Harris, Dean of St. Mary’s Cathedral; 
the Rev. C. C. Parsons. Rector ot the two par- 
is nes of St. Lazarus and Grace Church; and the 
Rev. Mr. Gee, Rector of the Church of the Good

to share ue people, oni 
two of them — White

aud Mr. Gee. Mr. Parsons died, and Mr. Harris 
is slowly convalescing, snatched, as he was, from 
death. by the timely aid of Dr. Mitchell. When 
the last two fell a prey to the epidemic, the 
Rev. Mr. Schuyler, of Hoboken. N. J., and the 
Rev. Dr. Dalzell, of Shreveport, La., volun- 
teered. The former paid with his life tor the 
noble act of heroism, and Dr. Dalzell is on duty 
in chargeof St. Mary’s parish. This is a noble 
record,—a record of which any Church or minis- 
try might be proud. The plague had no terrors 
for these men, pledged at the altar toa duty 
that embraces sickness as well as health, all 
times and climes, aud all the changes and chances 
of life. All honor to them. 

Of the Methodist ministers, the Rev. Messrs. 
Slater and Rosebrough devoted themselves to 
their people with a singleness of purpose wor- 
thy the martyrs of the early Church, laying 
down their lives as an attestation and seal of 
their faith and zeal as officers of the Church. 
Forever bright be their memories, as single- 
hearted followers in the footsteps of the Divine 
Master. Of the Presbyterian ministers who re- 
mained, the Rev. Dr. Boggs, of the Second 
Church, is still op duty; and that with him, as 
with all of his Protestant brethren who re- 
mained, meaus persona! and nursing attention 
and care, as well as the consolations of his of- 
fice. His record is bright and clear. The Rev. 
Mr. Daniels, of the First Church, residing in 
the midst of what was originally the infected 
district, fell early in the action, and has found 
some difficulty in overcoming a severe attack of 
the fever. 

Of the Baptist ministers, the Rev. Dr. Lan- 
drum alone remained. The witnesses of his 
zeal are as mauy as have died and are living. 
Even when the fever invaded his own house- 
hold, he was laboring in the streets as a mem- 
ber of the Relief Committee, and in the bomes 
of his people, carrying the bread of life.“ He 
is now convalescing; 80 is his wife; but he 
mourns the loss of a son of great promise, aud 
has another sick, who demands what little of 
pursing care his strength will admit of. 

Of the German Protestant pastors, Mr. 
Thomas died from overwork, but Mr. Hoimes 
is still a tower of strength to his people. Their 
praises are spokeu by every one. 

We have thus reviewed the Protestant min- 
istry and their work, sufferings, and endurance 
during the epidemic, as a measure of justice to 
them, that those who are absent may know 
who they are that have been equal to their duty 
in a more trying period than that of war, and 
not as an offset to the giorious and unfading 
record of the Catholic priesthood. For zeal, 
self-denial, and self-sacrifice they stand un- 
rivaled. The long roll of their dead attests 
this fact and cualleuges the admiration of ali 
men, be their faith and nativnality what 
it may. Upbearing the banner of the cross, 
symbol of faith and hope, the Rev. Martin 
Walsh. pastor of St. Bridget's, fell, and with 
him his assistant, the Rey. Mr. Meagher. 
Ihe Rev. Father Asinus, of St. Maf¥'s (Ger- 
man Franciscan), also gave up bis life to his et- 
forts for his parishioners. St. Peter's Parish, 
under the care of the Dominicans, gave three 
martyrs,—the Rev. J. R. McGarvey, a volunteer 
from Harrodsbure, Ky. ; ; the Rev. J. A. Bokel. 
from Baltimore, Md.; andthe Rev. Mr. Van 
Trvoostenberg, from Kentucky. St. Patrick's 
gave its pastor, the Vicar-General of the Dio- 
cose, the Rev., Martin Riordan, the Rev. N. Me- 
Namara, and the Kev. J. P. Scannell, a volun- 
teer from Louisville, Ky. Only three priests 
remain on duty,—the Rev. Father Kelly, pastor 
of St. Peter's; the Rev. Father Alovsius, of 
St. Mary's; the Rev. Father Walsh, at St. Pat- 


rick’s; and the Rev. Father Mooney. who 
volunteered and arrived a few days ago from. 
Nashville. Upon these four devolves the labor 


ol ministering to the Catholic —— until 
more volunteers, now on thew way, arrive 
to share the toils and hardships inseparable 
from thei: sacred calling. 

Che record of the Christian ministry of Mem- 
phis is one that all branches of tue Church can 
point to with pride. It is bright and luminous 
with a personal courage and devotion that would 
do credit to Christianity at any period of its 
history. But no ray of it can reach to illumine 
the record of those who fled and left their peo- 
ple at atime of ali times when their presence 


and efforts were most needed. Wanting in 
faith, they are dead to works.
